The “ laud sharks” have advurtlaef 
this place so much that for the last two yea n 
mechanics and men with little moans have 
been pouringln here by the thousands. Som e 
have money enough 
to take 
then* farther; 
others have none, andaré 
obliged to stay. 
They merely exist, working at anything to 
earn a dime. But few farmer* come, and land 
is so high that men with small means are un­ 
able to buy. I mean land that can be irrigsd- 
ed. Two-thirds of the business firms here are 
real-estate agents, and they m ake a living by 
gulling the new com ers.' In regard to livlog, 
. provisions are about as cheap hero as in Chi­ 
cago, but rent is very high. Wood from $12 
to *18 per cord, 
stove length. 
This is the 
“great orange grove of America,” and it U a 
truth thatortinges cost m nrehereat 
retail 
than belter ones do In Chicago. Urapes are 
the only cheap thing here 
Not a drop of ruin for nine months. Dust 
ankle deep on the sidewalks,which are made 
of dirt, not plank or stono. But little water 
here, and very poor at that; 
hardly At to 
drink. 
The people try every way to “beat” each 
her, <md make a living wlthoutlabt r. Take

Finance. 


The latest news from San FrancSseo 
say» “ thtert is ah abundant supply of 
coin on hand; banks hold heavy re­ 
serves, capitalists have good balances, 
and besides large amounts are hoard­ 
ed, hence the belief of an easier money 
market gradually gains ground.” This 
is all ¿bat is required to make money 
plenty and give greater prosperity to 
the entire Pacific Coast than we ever 
witnessed at auy previous time. It is 
a fact known to all thinking men that 
theré is more money on this Coast at 
this time than ever before, And confl- 
degQe i$ all that is required to bring it 
in great abundance. The holders of 
money cannot afford-to keep it locked 
dp’ when they learn that tlio world 
can move on without it. The course 
pursued by our capitalists is well pal- 
culated to invite competition. For 
while they are withholding their Cap­ 
ital from circulation here, when it is 
worth fifteen per cent, per annum, 
Eastern men are anxious to let out 
their capital at six to eight per cent., 
and, failing to find a demand for it in 
the East, hundreds of them arc send­ 
ing or bringing their money to the 
Pacific Coast for investment. It would 
astonish our people to know the 
amount of Eastern capital now repre­ 
sented in this city by Eastern men. 
If wo are not misinformed tbere will 
bo several millions here by tbe first of 
January.

The last resolution embodies tbe 
sehtiments expressed in a letter from 
Judge L indlky, published in another 
column. Sj)ien tifie farming wasasub- 
jecj of ridicule a few years ago, but a 
few men become impressed with the 
IdéH that science could be applied to 
agriculture as profitably as to the 
study of disease or the administration 
of justice. The result of their experi­ 
ments has been so gratifying that far­ 
mers nre beginning to study the qual­ 
ity and adaptability of soil; to realize 
u a t good seed .produce» better than il 
poor; that fruit may be improved; that 
thoroughbred stock is more profitable 
and just as easily raised as scrub, and 
that knowledge is power as well on a 
farm as in a college. Farming is as 
much & profession as practicing law or 
medicine and even more practical in­ 
formation is necessary to success. 
As 
the Judge pertinently remarks, 
to 
know something of tire farm and bow 
to work it, does not interfere with any 
other pursuit or profession the student 
may decide to aátpt. The subject of 
establishing a college iu which some 
knowledge of how to till the soil will 
be taught the student; will come up 
in the Legislature, aud we hope will 
receive the consideration it deserves 
at the hand» of our law makers.

When tlie Professor states that “it 
is utterly impossible to make the two 
systems of education work harmoni­ 
ously together, as they are in their 
very nature antagonistic,” he speaks 
that which every one is beginning to 
feef to be true. 
He doubtless refers, 
however, to that which is made antag­ 
onistic by tlie whims and prejudices 
of the friends of the old University 
system of training, rather than from 
intrinsic antagonism in means to bo 
employed, or objects sought to be at­ 
tained. Most of the studies in tlie l?o- 
tunical and 
Industrial courses are 
common to all students therein. A 
knowledge of the application of sci­ 
ence to an art or trade; or the manuel 
labor necessarily required in learning 
it in early life never yet impaired the 
capacity, force or usefulness of a Doc­ 
tor, Lawyer, Preacher or Statesman, 
but on tlie contrary there are thous­ 
ands who can trace their greatness 
to their practical experiences in tlie 
stern realities of early life as found 
upon the larm aud in tlie mechanic’s 
shop, even when there was no one to 
teach the application of science to the 
work in hand. The physical training 
and habits of industry acquired in four 
years in an Industrial College is of in­ 
calculable advantage to the Profes­ 
sional man in after life. 
They give 
constitution and resolution. 
All stu­ 
dents in public institutions of learn­ 
ing should be required to pass this’ in­ 
dustrial ordeal even if they afterwards 
supplement it with one of what is 
termed tlio “learned professions.” ! 
In an able essay on the subject of 
the “College Farm and its practical 
lessons,” lead by Professor Gale be­ 
fore the Society, he says: 
The orehm ds, nursery, gardens, artificial 
forests, shellcr-heps, vineyards, law ns, etc., 
with wbitdi tii*' departm ent is supplied,m e so 
m any educational appliances, designed, in 
th e first place, to illustrate tlie course ot in­ 
struction, nnd ui the sam e tim e afford oppor­ 
tunity lo rn practical or m anual drill in ev­ 
erything relating to forest and fruit culture. 
We m ust regard everything connected With 
tills departm ent as having an educational 
pm pose. 
\V hatevcr ex peri m om s are under­ 
taken m ust he regarded us having th a t de­ 
sign. From th at design they really derivo 
their im portance. and yet,While retaining all 
their value tor the student, they will often 
serve Im portant' interests in the StRte a t 
large. 
The que-l ion will he very naturally asked 
hy some: W hy g , so far on' of tho ordinary 
ehanncl for menus ot practical illustration'.’ 
Why so f ir depart from the usages of our old 
colleges'.’ 
W hy push to the foreground si/ 
m uch the nuüirnl sciences, and why give so 
m uch prominence* ton practical acquaintance 
with i lie , u th s oi every-day life? The an- 
siv r to these an I kindred questions w ill be 
reached at once, if we understand the object 
sought hy this new depart tire in education. 
i : should he m m em ber' <1, th en , th at in each 
of the depart me nt* of the A gricultural Col­ 
li p., I lie great object is to tit m en and women 
for Hi»' Industries ol life. In other words, to 
give just that education which shall develop 
mail lined and w om anhood, by m aking bet­ 
ter taririersi n I horlieulluri.st.s,better carpen­ 
ters and arcliih c.s, hotter blacksm ith* and 
m achinists, belter m asons nnd engineers, 
better printers and engraver* and palm ers, 
belter in'l I tin >rs and housekeepers. 
Ill lilis gieat work nil the departm ents of 
the College hold im portant relations to the 
industries of the State. Every Industrial pur­ 
suit lias its legitim ate claim there. Every 
young m an or woman who looks forward to 
liny of th e Industrial pursuli* ol lite lias a 
right there. Hence all the lunds of the insti­ 
tution, given to the siato lor Ibis purpose 
alone, should n • held as i lie sac res I legacy of 
these classes to the end ol tim e. 
The Kansas Agricultural Coljege 
protests against being swallowed by 
or drawn into tlie meslies of the Kan­ 
sas State University, as appears by 
protest and resolutions on page 197. 
Prof. Gale’s description of tlie expe­ 
riments iu grafting is very interest­ 
ing as showing some features of tlie 
“ new education,” and would probably 
bo instructive and useful to horticul­ 
turists in Los Angeles county and tlie 
State at large, but it would make this 
article too Joug, and hence it must be 
passed over to another number of your 
paper.

Then came the Mexican war, the 
conquest of California and its rule by 
United States Military Governors, 
among whom there was some contest 
as to rank. Mexico formally ceded 
California to tlie United States Feb­ 
ruary 2d, 1848, and the State was ad­ 
mitted to the Union September 0th, 
1850. 
Under the constitution of the 
State the Governor held ollico two 
years, and this continued to be the 
term until the election of Low, who 
entered upon a four years’ occupancy 
in IS03. under--tlie two-years’ rule tlie 
Governors were inaugurated iu tlie 
January following election, while it is 
now done In the following December.

One of tho direct results of the heavy 
immigration to Southern California 
and the attendant development on ev­ 
ery hand is the outgrowth of new 
towns. They spring into existence as 
if by magic. 
Some old time rancher 
disposes of his possessions to a m an or 
company of men with means and en­ 
terprise; a few more miles of railroad 
are built, water is developed, and 


p r e s t o c h a n g e ; 


the cattle range has been transferred 
Into a thriving agricultural region or 
busy town. 
And this is not the mush­ 
room growth exhibited by so many 
new places which 
are established 
along the line of W estern railroads. 
They are brought into existence not as 
a harbor for railroad bands, gamblers 
and vagabonds who thrive upon the 
outskirts of civilization but they are 
settled up by honest, bard working 
farmers from t He East 
and small 
tradesmen who form the foundation 
of permanent prosperity. 


TH E NEW TOWN. 


of Colton is at the bead of the Ban 
Joaquin valley, about sixty miles due 
East of Los Angeles; eight miles be­ 
yond Cucumongound four miles South 
of San Bernardino. It was laid out by 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany on the completion of their roail 
through tlrnt point tosupply au exten­ 
sive demand for a ivceivingand ship­ 
ping center. A large and commodious 
depot building was constructed to ac­ 
commodate the trade already waiting 
for it. 
This depot We believe is the 
second in size along the entire road. 


T H E 
SITE 
is magnificent for a town or fanning 
community. 
It lies on a high plat­ 
form or mesa and is surrounded by 
mountains and foot hills ou every 
hand. To the West the valley con­ 
tinues in its gradual slope towards 
Los Angeles and the ocean and on the 
South the Santa Ana winds its way 
between gently sloping hills towards 
Riverside. 
The plan of the town com­ 
prises 040 acres, laid out in lots 25x150 
feet. This is a portion of a tract of 
2000 acres which lies contiguous to the 
town, and is owned by the Slover Col­ 
ony Association. 
T H E SOIL, 
is a fight clayey loam, mixed slightly 
with gravel. It is very mellow aud 
looks as though it could be easily cul­ 
tivated and would 
produce excel­ 
lent crops. 
On lands adjoining, splen­ 
did crops of grain including wheat, 
barley and corn have been raised 
without a drop of artificial water. The 
land is at present covered with a mild 
growth of sage and cactus, but this 
has only to be cleared away, the soil 
turned and the plow and water sup­ 
plied when it will bloom as the rose. 
Of course the great want is facilities 
for irrigation. This the company are 
now supplying as fast as their work­ 
men can dig the necessary ditches. 
Mr. W. H. Mintzer, manager of the 
Slover compauy kindly drove us over 
the tract for our examination of ; the 
work in hand. The plan is to tjraw 
the supply of water from different 
sources on the Northern side o f ¡ the 
valley, whence it will be conducted 
in two ditches to a natural reservoir 
on the Western edge of the tract. -This 
reservoir, which is a natural basin in 
the foot hills covers an area of fifteen 
acres and its bottom lies soffie forty- 
five feet above the level of the depot. 
It ought to hold, one would say on a 
rough calculation, several billion gal­ 
lons qf water. 
We saw one ditch emp­ 
tying into it and another will be start­ 
ed as soon as some necessary repairs 
can be made. Mr. Mintzer thinks he 
can fill the reservoir in thirty days 
and then the supply will last all Sum­ 
mer. There wilt be a constant flow of 
150 inches into it and during the W in­ 
ter season much more. 


TH E SUPPLY, 
is dravn from Lyttle Creek, No. 1, fur­ 
nishing W inter water: Meek’s Ranch 
ditch No. 1, which in turn is supplied 
by seven artesian well sunk to a depth 
of twenty to tw enty-nine feet and 
flowing seven inch streams; alpo a 
tunnel of 150 feet depth, furnishing 42 
inches of water and eleven mountain 
streams. There! if Mr. Mihtzerj has 
not a clincher on the water question, 
we will acknowledge we are no judge 
of the fluid. 


TH E CLIMATE, 


it is claimed, cauuot bo surpassed. It 
Is probably warmer than th« temper­ 
ature of Los Angeles during Summer, 
but it is never visited by frosts. This 
it is claimed has been established with­ 
out a do^ibt by experiments with a 
frost-gauge.
